Various view* of the latest develop 
manta in the European war have to do 
with the United States. The German re­ 
ply to the American note bearing on sub­ 
marine warfare, la with the exception 
of a few minor changes, ready for tran s­ 
mission to Washington and will he hand • 
cd to the American ambassador at Berlin 
probably 
within the next twenty-four 
hours, the American government having 
declined to engage in any preliminary 
discussion or negotiation regarding the 
character of the reply. 
Washington advices state that the o u t­ 
line of the German note as communicate ! 
to the state department by Ambassador 
Girard is “far from satisfactory.’’ while 
the latest Berlin dispatches say that the 
note will be forwarded in approximate!/ 
the same form in which it was drafted. 
This draft has received the endorse­ 
ment of the German emperor. 
The great wireless station at Sayville, 
L. I., has been taken over by American 
naval officers and will be operated by 
the government until the close of the 
European war to insure against viola­ 
tions of neutrality.

The vessel has on board 
large quantities of war munitions and in 
view of the intimation by Frank Holt, 
the assailant of J. P. Morgan, that some 
steamer would sink at sea on July 7, it 
Is considered possible that the explosion 
on the Minnehaha was caused by a bomh 
planted in her cargo. 
The White Star liner Adriatic, with 
33a passengers, including the Canadian 
premier, Sir Robert L. Borden, and a

consignment of ammunition,

According to Dr. Morrell, 
the pupils who are taught wood-W ork­ 
ing. plum bing or bricklaying, sewing, 
cooking or household economics, are 
not only the better fitted for the place 
in society and industry that they must 
occupy, b u t their minds are more keen- 
■ ly alive to grasp the academ ic or tr a ­ 
ditional school subjects. 
“In tw o respects the school has u n ­ 
limited opportunity for developm ent,’’ 
be said; "it is not handicapped for lack 
of funds on the material side, and on 
the cither side, there are no restrictive 
law s to prevent Its Incursion into ed­ 
ucative 
fields 
hitherto 
beyond 
the 
reach of schools conducted un der state 
statues. W henever we become convinc­ 
ed a subject should he taught, an d that 
pupils will be benefited by it. we pro­ 
ceed to teach it without having to 
change laws before we do so.’’

CARE O f OAKWOOD CEMETERY. 


In th* communication published Ii 
th# Morning News of yesterday, th* 
directors and advisory < >nimittee of 
the 
Oakwood 
rem tory 
Association 
m ake out a str ing ca*# against th# 
passage of the ordinance now pending 
before 
th* city comal ta# ion 
which 
seeks to revoke the authority confer­ 
red upon that body and place the con­ 
trol of th# Cemetery back in the hands 
of the city authorities. 
And in the 
protest against the passage of the o r­ 
dinance we trust the directors and 
stockholder* of the cemetery associa­ 
tion will be successful. 
The people of Waco had a fair d em ­ 
onstration. pr. >r to lins, of w hat polit­ 
ical 
control of this 
burial 
ground 
tneana. 
The corneter* wa* neglected, 
the money from the sale of lots was 
poorly handled, and not until the ex­ 
isting ordinapt# was passed and the 
perm anent association formed w as the 
cem etery properly taken care of and 
the !nter< ala of those w ho had p u r­ 
chased lots there for th* burial of their 
J c a d properly safeguarded. 
F o r seventeen years th# women of 
the city have labored diligently in be­ 
half of tile cemetery, building up a 
perm anent endowment fund, conserv­ 
ing ah the resource# and keeping the 
grounds in good shape in the m e a n ­ 
time. 
Six thousand dollars has been 
invested in ntw land and the rem ain ­ 
ing resources, 121,000 are invested in 
safe 
securities, 
the 
Interest 
from 
w hich is employed in the upkeep of 
the cemetery. 
This fund ought not, 
in our opinion, to be disturbed, for 
once th a t fund comes under political 
control just th at soon will It begin to 
disappear. 
I nlier such a schem e the 
cem etery would soon be without any 
endow m ent 
nnd 
th* 
graves 
of the 
loved ones of hundred* of families in 
this city would be without protection 
against the ravages of the futuri and 
Oakwood deteriorate from 
a 
first- 
c las a cemetery to a neglect* d buna] 
ground. 
The association has plans in 
mind for increasing the perm anent en­ 
dow m ent fund, other than through the 
gale of lots, and there plans are being 
explained to the stockholders of the 
association. 
lf lh# directors of the association 
should feel themselves urn qual to the 
task of caring for the cemetery, and 
should they confess they were in a 
d ilem m a—as some m em bers of the city 
governm ent have su g g e sted —and come 
and ask the commission for a s s is t­ 
ance In getting out of It, the proffer 
of aid would be very timely. 
But the 
cem etery association is m aking good 
progress. 
And while it Is not able, 
thro ug h the proceeds from the p e rm a ­ 
nent fund, to keep the cemetery in as 
fin# shape as it would like, the fund is 
constantly grow ing and as tim e passes 
th# proceeds for the upkeep of O a k ­ 
wood will he larger. 
There is no gen­ 
eral dem and for any action on the 
part of tho commission relative 
to 
<) ak wood cem etery at this tim e and 
the fu tu re w elfare of that institution 
d em an ds th a t it be kept out of poli­ 
ties—a policy th at has enabled a p e r­ 
m an ent fund of $25,000 to be built up 
in the last seventeen years. 
lf the O akwood C em etery A ssocia­ 
tion had failed in its work we doubt if 
the com m ission would be anxious to 
assum e the load. 
But th at it has su c­ 
ceeded and accum ulated a big cash 
fund when previous political m a n a g e ­ 
ment resulted in a loss is conclusive 
arg u m en t, we take it, th at the com ­ 
mission should leave the control and 
m an ag em ent of the cem etery where it 
is today. 


We do not know .tohn Fields, editor 
of the Oklahoma Farm Journal, hut 
from an address he delivered before 
the conference of banking and farming 
Interests at Chicago yesterday we are 
sure he ha# a level head on him. 
The 
key to th# solution of the rural ptob- 
lcm lies largely in building up the ru ­ 
ral school*. Ho says, and while this 
will not cover the whole situation It 
will go a long way In that direction. 
•’Th# concentration of facilities for 
transportation, communic ation and ed ­ 
ucation has built cltl* a and towns at 
the f \ i < nse of agricultural develop­ 
ment," Void Mr. Fields. 
"Th# dlffU- 
»i.*n of these facilities among all of 
tho#* who live on the land and farm It 
will build the whole community, and 
B ore will be agricultural development 
to keep p»m# with the growth of com­ 
m erce. 
"There is a real problem of com m u­ 
nity building every 
banker 
should 
study. 
Increased 
production, 
more 
profits from farm ing will not solve it. 
The prosperous farm ers are those who 
ar# lured from the land —not by th* 
city's bright lights, but by the city's 
well organised schools, 
"The foundation of our governm ent 
la the average lnt**lligenee of all its 
citizen.- 
As a m easure of eelf-protec* 
tion, lf nothing higher, the state should 
spend ot least as m uch money to a d ­ 
vance opportunities for elem entary ed ­ 
ucation of all children aa It dona to 
provide facilities for higher education 
of si vei y few, 
' l f vou would build the whol# com ­ 
munity. besin with the country schools. 
You will find that m any other prob­ 
lems. such 
as 
the 
tenant question, 
will bs solved." 
F or the rural schools to accomplish 
the most' they must include som ething 
of agriculture, domestic science, h o r­ 
ticulture, stock rslslng and the like in 
their curricula, Instruction that will 
enable the boys and girls to learn how 
to work and live on th# farm and make 
as much 
money and find as much 
happiness in so doing as if they lived 
in the city. 
By inducing the pupils to 
keep an accurate account of every­ 
thing they expend in making their lit­ 
tle model crops in connection with 
their school work, keep closh records 
on butter-m aking, pig feeding and the 
like, they learn the lesson of thrift 
without any preachm ent and th at is 
probably the most effective way. And 
the lesson of thrift learned by the 
boys and girls of the farm today will 
enable them to abolish, in due course 
of time, the tenan t and credit sys­ 
tems. the curse of farm life today. 
Intensive farm ing will enable them to 
mak. a living on a few acres and a 
few acres of land are within reach of 
the Individual of small means, even 
though the land be quoted at a high 
figure. 
It is gratifying to note In this con­ 
nection that Texas is at last making 
rapid strides in tho development of 
her rural 
schools 
The compulsory 
school 
attendance law, the 
million- 
dollar appropriation for the develop­ 
m ent of the rural schools of the state, 
rural school supervision and the like 
are all steps in the right direction. 
The schools are co-operating with the 
Boy*' Corn and PIP Club and the Girls' 
Canning Club movements and we are 
gradually learning th at to develop the 
rural communities we must keep the 
boy* and girls on the farm, and to 
kl cfi th* m on the farm we must make 
farm like 
more attra> live 
generally 
and 
more 
rem unerative 
financially. 
Better school faculties will be pow er­ 
ful factors in accomplishing these ends 
nnd Texaz is getting ready to provide 
those facilities. 


W ith difficulty could th e Importance 
of the tardy decision of the United 
S tates to assum e 
responsibility for 
training im m igrants for citizenship be 
over-emphasix* cl, declares the C hris­ 
tian Helene# Monitor. 
Th# secretary

i red I ted with a statesm anlike decision 
and purpose (Hick of hi* plan for us# 
of th© bureau of immigration and the 
bureau of naturalization to accomplish 
the desired epd 
T h at he has the p res­ 
ident back of him In his policy ara# 
shown by the presence of t lie chief 
executive at the famous Philadelphia 
meeting at which he defined for th# 
benefit of several thousand im migrant 
citizens Just w hat Americanism means. 
Tlitherto 
any 
formal 
Instruction 
which allen children and youth may 
have had In the history, ideals and 
political custom s of the United States 
ha* been left to the day schools, and 
it lias not been without much whole­ 
some effect. 
Instruction of adults in 
lite sam e subjects has been left to 
publicly supported night schools or to 
privet# agencies, 
like social 
settle­ 
ments, churches and the Y. M. C. A. 
F or th© fine work done with com p ara­ 
tively limited resources by these vol­ 
unteers there can be 
nothing 
but 
praise; but it is too partial, too u n ­ 
curtain in Its statu s and too dependent 
on philanthropy to meet the need* 
Hint a stat# like M assachusetts 
or 
Pennsylvania presents today. 
At last it has dawned upon W ash ­ 
ington and officials at 
the seat af 
power that the nation which welcomes 
the new* omer m ust do something more 
than pas# him through Ellis Island. 
Ho not only must be accepted, but 
often be placed where he may take 
root and become informed as to what 
Citizenship implies, if h© cares to a s ­ 
sume it. 
Having decided voluntarily 
to become naturalized, the im m igrant 
hereafter will be able to call on the 
bureaus of the departm ent of labor for 
any education in civic* which he may 
need; and w hether he wills it or no. 
he cannot longer escape . having 
it 
borne in on him that citizenship in 
the republic Is som ething to be de­ 
sired and earned, and not to be gained 
by the autom atic w orkings of any so­ 
called law, physical or legislative. 
The nation in carrying out this p ro ­ 
gram of education, no doubt, will seek 
th# co-operation of all agencies, p ub­ 
lic and private, that have been o rg an ­ 
ized to meet a demand that the gov­ 
ernm ent hitherto ha* not felt any re ­ 
sponsibility for meeting. 
It will have 
a cordial response from most of them, 
since for a long time opinion among 
social worker* and educators has been 
sure that tho nation could not trust 
longer to the individual Initiative of 
the immigrant. 
He m ust be induced 
to seek the franchise and be trained 
to fit himself to use it. 
A movement of this kind, backed by 
public opinion th a t from henceforth 
is to be acutely concerned about the 
n atter, may run off on tangents not 
now dreamed of. 
For instance, it may 
come to pass in due time, when the 
public says ''Aye,'' that native as well 
as foreign-horn persons must prove 
fitness for citizenship on some other 
burls than an adult age and a "mere 
desire'* to he a citizen.
